MINISTRY OF IRRIGATION AND POWER 

RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 10th December 1908 

No 22/7/66-DW.I.—In partial modification of this Ministry’s Resolution No. 
DW. III-26(4)/58, dated the 19th December, 1958, it has been decided to re-consti- 
tute the 'Committee of Direction' and the 'R’ajaBthan Canal Board’, which will 
henceforth consist of: — 

(i) Committee of Direction 

1. Union Minister of Irrigation and Power; 

2. Chief Minister, Rajasthan; and 

3. Minister of State, Union Ministry of Food. Agriculture. Community Develop¬ 

ment and Co-operation. 

The Committee will be presided over by the Union Minister of Irrigation and 
Power and in his absence by the Chief Minister of Rajasthan. The Chairman of the 
Rajasthan Canal Board will act as Secretary to the Committee. 

(ii) Rajasthan Canal Board. 

1. Chairman, Rajasthan Canal Board; 

2- Chairman, Central Water and Power Commission or his nominee; 

3. Joint Secretary, Union Ministry of Finance (or an officer deputed by him 

to attend any particular meeting); 

4. Joint Secretary. Union Ministry of Irrigation and Power (or an officer 

deputed by him to attend any particular meeting); 
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6. Joint Secretary, Union Ministry of Food, Agriculture, C.D, and Co-opera¬ 
tion, (or an officer deputed by him to attend any particular meeting); 

6. Secretary to the Government of Rajasthan, Finance Department, 

7- Chief Engineer in charge of the Project in Rajasthan; and 

8- Colonisation Commissioner 

2. It has also been decided to constitute two Committees i-e. (i) the “Committee 
of Chief Ministers’’ and (li) the “Committee of Secretaries" to deal with the problems 
connected with the re-scttiement of the oustees pf Himachal Pradesh, Punjab and 
Haryana in the Rajasthan Canal area. The constitution of these two Committees 
will be as follows: — 

(i) Committee of Chief Ministers' 

1. Union Minister of Irrigation and Power; 

2. Governor of Punjab or his representative: 

3. Chief Minister. Rajasthan or his representative; 

4. Chief Minister, Haryana or his representative: and 

5- Chief Minister, Himachal Pradesh or his representative. 

The Committee of Chief Ministers will be presided over by the Union Minister of 
Irrigation and Power and in his absence by the Chief Minister. Rajasthan Deputy 
Secretary concerned in the Union Ministry of Irrigation and power will act as 
Secretary to the Committee. 

(ii) Committee of Secretaries■ 

1. Secretary, Union Ministry of Irrigation and Power; 

2. Secretary, Union Ministry of Food, Agriculture. Community Development 

and Co-operation; 

3- Representative from the Planning Commission; 

4. Representative from the Union Ministry of Finance; 

5. Representative from the Union Ministry of Home Affairs; 

6- Secretary concerned, Government of Rajasthan; 

7. Secretary to Government of Rajasthan, Rajasthan Canal Project Depth; 

8- Secretary concerned. Government of Punjab; 

9. Secretary concerned. Government of Haryana; 

10- Secretary concerned, Government of Himachal Pradesh; 

11. Commissioner (Revenue) Government ol Himachal Pradesh; 

12- Colonisation Commissioner, Rajasthan; and 

13. Deputy Commissioner (Relief & Rehabilitation), Beas Project. 

The Committee of Secretaries will be presided over by the Secretary, Union 
Ministry of Irrigation and Power. Deputy Secretary concerned in the Union Minis¬ 
try of Irrigation and Power will act as Secretary to the Committee. 

The meetings of the above Committees shall I e held once in every three months 
or at shorter intervals considered necessary.

Ordered that this Resolution be communlealod [or information to the State Gov¬ 
ernments concerned and to the Ministries of Finance, Home Affairs and Food, 
Agriculture, Community Development and Co-operation and the Planning C'remis¬ 
sion.
